TUCSON'S NEW RAILROAD. 

Tucsox, June 20.—S. R. De Long, 
chief enginecr of the Tucson and Gulf 
of California Railroad, and surveyors, 
returned to-day, having complete: the 
location of the line from this city to 
Port Lobos, on the gulf. The distance 
to tide water is two hundred miles. 
In no place is the grade over seventy 
feet to the mile, the average being 
thirty feet. The entire route is over 
plains and passes near and through a 
vast region of rich mineral country. 
Gold, silver and copper crop out ia all 
the mountains, | It also passes near an 
extensive anthracite coal bed in So- 
nora, about forty miles from the Amer- 
ican boundary line. Port Lobes is 
completely protected from the prevail- 
ing winds. The cost of grading the 
line will be a’ small item in the con- 
struction as there are very few bills or 
cuts. There are but two rivers on the 
line, the’Santa Cruz and the Altar. 


The lowa Storm. 
BurLinetox, June 19.—On Satur- 
day night a terriffic storm passed over 
Des Moines and Boone county. The 
hurricane blew down vatnes, houses 


and orchards. None are reported 
killed. At Mt. Pleasant, twenty-cight 


miles west of here, two storms went 
over the town at 10:30 and broke in 
fearful fury; demolishing entirely the 
Baptist *ehurch, lifting the spire from 
the Presbyterian church high in the 
air and inverting it. The point struck 
the sidewalk in front af the church 
and was driven into the ground many 
feet. The towers and roofs of all 
churches ia the place were blown off. 
The rain d much merchandise, 
though it lasted but forty minutes.

Three large brick school 
houses are 1 ruins, but the college 
building escaped, being protected by 
a fine grove of trees in the campus, 
which are all down.
